WithQut Fiiilt. 
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Washlaston, Aug. 9.— The secretary 
ct tke nvrj bas received MTeral let- 
ters Tiolently ttttMklnc Admiral Samp- 
■on. Tta* felI<nriBs i« a copy of hl^ 
reply to one of them which be fur- 
nilbee f«r poblieatlon: 

My Dear Sir — I am In receipt of your 
letter, and haaten to assure y<;u that 
What you aajr abovt Admiral Samp- 
■M la so unjust tbat It can only be 
iwrdoned oa the ground of your isnor- 
anee of the wbale matter. 

You bave no appreciation of the re- 
sponsibilitiles tbat have been on Ad- 
miral Sampson; of his very Buperlor 
attulntupnis as an oJIlcpr and the 
splendid work hf has done in prepar- 
ing for the naval victory which was 
the crowning accomplishmeat of his 
efforts for weeks and weeks before 
Saatiaso. Justice la always done in 
the long run. 

But when you Indnlge In such un- 
founded crlticiBDi I can not forbear to 

ftrotest, as I should feel bound to do 
f you had referred in aisailar terms to 
any ether deserving offlcdr. 

Admiral Sampson vras selected for 
the cammand of the North Atlantic 
squadron becauKf the department, in 
th« exerri^e of itw bent judgment with 
an eye single to the public Interests, 
believed that he was aapeclaUy ttted 
far the place. 

Admiral 4|lcard, wbo held the com- 
maa4, terlig btoorae incapacitated 
for duty by reason of klckness, waa 
necessarily withdrawn by order of the 
department, and Sampson was next in 
command. 

The two are especially accomplished 
ordnance officers, having been each at 
the head of the ordnance bureau, and 
having de^'oted themselves to tbat 
branch o< naval science. 

Sampsoa is a man of tlM rery high- 
est {HrofessloBal attalai— ta, solely 
drrated to hto/4«ty. Ha aatar pushes 
blBaelt forwaH. and whan you accuse 
him of anythlag of tbat sort you do 
most cruel Injustice to a man who has 
never sought favor or applause In any 
other way thaji by the simple dl»> 
charge of his duty. 

The movement on Porto Rico was 
not a movement for it« capture. The 
department, which has very rarely in- 
terfered with the movementR of ad- 
mirals commanding squadrons, did. 
b«fr«Ter, imUta one express order, and 
that was that oar batUesblM should 
not be exposed to lerfoas Injury from 
the flre of any fort. 

At that time the Spanish fleet was 
strong. }t» whereabouts and destina- 
tion wd'e unknown. The primal ne- 
cessity was to meet and cnieh its ships 
and to secure for us th<' domination 
of the sea. The Oregon had not ar- 
rived, the Maine was destroyed, and 
aa naval aathority would Justify the 
unaeceesary risk of the destruction of 
any of oar batUasbipo aaoept la battle

The movement to Porto Rioo was 
timed to Intercept, If possible, the fleet 
of Cervera, which was thea expected. 
Cervera, undoubtedly learning that 
our fleet was at San Juan, changed his 
destlaatiou to Santiago. Our move- 
ments to Porto Rico thuK became a 
reconnolssance and fulfilled its pur- 
pose. There was no intention at thi^ 
tlkna of taking Porto Rico, as the 
army WM aot tKoB^raady to o»-operat«. 

With ragard to seiilnfg our ships 
Into the harbor of SaoUago: Admiral 
SampsoB was acting under the explicit 
orders of the department aot to expose 
hie armored ship a to the risk of aink- 
ing by mine, aad the wisdom of his 
oaurse, I believe, is uaiversally ac- 
kaowledved by aaval srathorities. He 
waited as he should have done, the 
co-operatioB of the army. How ef- 
fectually under this oo-operatloa the 
result was accomplished Is now a mat- 
ter ot htstOTy. 

Tbara are few more grapl^lc scenes 
than nnist have been areosated at 4 
o'clock en the afteraabn of July 14 
when Shaffer, with his troops ready 
to assault Santiago, awaited the reply 
of the Spanish commander to the de- 
mand for surrender. Sampson's fleet 
was at the mouth of the harbor, drawn 
in line and ready to bombard, as it 
had been for days previous, and the 
signal ofllcer stood oa the heights 
ready to wigwag the signal for flrlng. 
Happily Instead o< this signal came 
the good word that tha Spanish bad 
surreadered to this combined readi- 
ness for attack. 

Please bear In mind the variety and 
weight of the responsibilities which 
were upon Admiral Sampson for the 
month previous to the great battle 
which destroyed Cenrera's fl«et. He 
was commanding officer of the whole 

auadroa; chari^ with the detail of 
t the aovtmenta of ships; charged 
With elerlcal sorrespondence wlth nia 
diipailm««iVMd ether Qdcers; and 
Mpaelally ebaritd with prereating the 
escape of Certsra. 

Remembar that thlt riMUi. whom yon 
Bweepingly accuse, waa devotinf days 
and nights to these duties. If you 
will read the orders issued by blm, 
beginning with June 1, you will find 
that tbf most tbprouga precautions 
h«4.bMn ti^M to pre^tnt tha mn* 



of Cervera; that oar fleet was Itept 
constBntly In line; that the moat rigid 
cuK With seaj'chllghts and other ap- 
pliauie was taken every night; that 
the commanding oflloer of every vessel 
knew bis post and his duty In case of 
an attempt to eaeapa: so that, when 
that attempt came, the movement to 
prevent it by the attack of our Tea- 
sels upon the outcomlnf Q^anlards 
west on like clockwork. 

1 can w<"ll understand why the 
the friends of other officers should ho 
so enthusiastic and earnest — as I in 
giving them the credit they so richly 
desenre for their glorious work. I can 
hot conteWe of anybody so mean as 
to detract by a slagje hair from their 
merit, but I oan aot understand why 
such a Mtter feeHng la manifested in 
many quarters toward Admiral Samp- 
son, when all these officers, subordi- 
nate to him. in thlslr reports, clearly 
and cordially recogntee the fact that, 
although at the beginning he was, by 
orders from Washington, going to 
confer with General Shafter, yet the 
battle was fought under his orders, 
and the victory was the consumnia- 
tloa of his thorough preparation. 

For myself 1 do not know predilec- 
tion for any one of these gallant men. 
I Would crown every one of them with 
laurels. I want them all to have their 
Just deserta Every one of them de- 
serves unstinted praise; not ouf of 
them deserves anything less than full 
measure for tbat day's work. Anil 
therefore, I can think of nothing 
more cru*'! than the dt'pre<'lat inn of 
the merit of the faithful, devoted and 
patriotic commander-in-chief, espe- 
cially frail, worn with sleepless vigil- 
aace, weighed with measureless re- 
sponsIblliSes aad details, letting no 
duty go undone; for weeks with rest- 
less precaution blockading the Span- 
ish squadron; at last by the unerring 
fulfillment of his plans cru.xhing it 
under the feet which px»>cut(d his 
command; yet now lompi'llril in dig- 
nified silence to be assailed aa vindic- 
tively as It ha ware an enemy of his 
country. 

I am sure that no one more depre- 
cates such an attack than the ofBcers 
of the fleet— eommadora, captains and 
all.. Among them all Is peace: what- 
ever disquiet there may bo elsewhere, 
the nary la serene.
